Nine Million Dollar 
Cyclotron To Be 
Built at California 


(Continued from Page One) 
the plans reflect the determina- 
tion of the United States to re- 
main “pre-eminent” in the devel- 
opment of atomic research as 
long as the prospects for inter- 
national agreement on atomic en- 
ergy control remain poor. He 
described the present prospects as 
“remote”. 

The new research colossus will 
be about 20 times as powerful as 
the univrsity’s 4,900 ton cyclo- 
tron, Dr. Lawrence said. 

The 4,900-tonner, at present the 
world’s largest, already has pro- 
duced very weak mesons, the first 
to be made by man. Previously 
mesons were known only in cos- 
mic ray activity, But some of the 
natural mesons have energies of 
billions of volts, as against only 
4,000,000 for the first ones made 
in the cyclotron. : 

This means, Dr. Lawrence said, 
that much more potent mesons 
will have to be made in the lab- 
oratories before nuclear energy 
can be clearly understood.

The Michigan senator — chief 
Republican exponent of this coun- 
try’s bi-partisan foreign policy— 
at the same time served this warn- 
ing on Americans: 

“We are suicidal fools if we do 
not root out and destroy any 
treason at hime which may dream 
of bringing world revolution to 
the United States.” 

Above all, Vandenberg said, 
Premier Stalin should understand 
that “we shall not surrender to 
communist conspiracies in the 
United States,” 

The chairman of the senate 
foreign relations committee made 
his pronouncements in a surprise 
speech last night at a dinner giv- 
en by Michigan chambers of com- 
merce and trade associations for 
the state’s congressional delega- 
tion. 

He appeared to be adding his 
own support to mounting indica- 
tions that America will throw its 
military as well as its economic 
weight against communist expan- 
sion in Europe.

And 
he had a wife and daughter to 


statically wait for Ilim io find 
them.” 

A disaster to their health 
breaks the minds and spirits of 
most men. Sugrue appeared so 
serene and well armored in his 
courage, I asked him if he had 
found God himself, 

“No, L have not found God,” 
he said, “f have only gathered 
together some clues to what I 
trust may be the right direc- 
tion. The discovery that has 
meant most to my life is that 
I ain not eenstrained to sit with 
my eyes shut and arms folded, 
Waiting for God to come to me 

but that I am free to open my 
eyes, unfold. my arms and go 
out and search for Him. 

“The mere discovery that I 
am free to move and search for 
God is all I need to keep me 
joyful for the rest of my days.” 

He smiled from the wheel- 
chair.

Ridding Housing Industry of Fraud 


Pledge of Contractors Associafion': 


An intensified campaign to rid 
the building industry of unscrup- 
ulous operators capitalizing on 
the critical need for housing and 
to facilitate the adjustment of 
complaints, involving new  con- 
structions, by home buyers—vet- 
erans and non-veterans alike— 
was launched this week by 
the Building Contractors associa- 
tion of California. 

The program is being carried 
out in the Southern California 
area with the cooperation and 
under the direction of United 
States Attorney James M. Car- 
ter, according to Vern R. Huck, 
president of the contractors asso- 
ciation. 

Huck said that the plan was 
developed in line with the pledge 


_of the BCA made last week to do 


all within its power to police its 
own ranks and to the extent of 
its ability to adjust veterans’ 
complaints involving not only its 
own members, if such exist, but 
other builders’ of the Southern 
California area. 

“We are supplementing that 
pledge by offering to provide 
the same service for non-veterans 
as well as veterans,” Huck de- 
clared. 

Huck outlined the operational 
procedure of the campaign as 
follows: 

1:The twenty-three chapters of 
the Building Contractors associ- 
ation are setting up committees 
of expert builders to imvestigate 
all complaints and, where pos- 
sible, to arrange immediate amic- 
able adjustments. 

2—The chapter 
will: only determine whether or 
not the homes: being investigat- 
ed are well built and what must 
be done to. bring satisfaction to 
all parties. Neither the chapter 
committees nor the BCA will pass 
judgement on whether or not 
there is criminal action involved 


under the complaint being inves- } 


tigated. 
3—The BCA will make the tes- 
timony of the builder investiga- 


tors available to U. S. Attorney Bernardino 
to aid the federal inves- 608.11.
